Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 9-15 and 24-30 are allowed. The closest prior art does not teach "if said 
exception is still current, then said instruction prefetch unit fetches said exception handling 
program instruction from said cache memory" in combination with the rest of the claim 
language. The claims are therefore allowable.
